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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the argument that Sirbu teaches providing air 
gaps by a process different than that of Goto Is not persuasive because the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a 
secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed Invention must be 
expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have 
suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413. 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). Sirbu teaches the desirability 
of air gaps on either side of the current aperture in order to restrict current flow and vary the index of refraction, and this teaching is 
combined with the structure and method of Goto with the result that air gaps are fonned on the sides of the current aperture of Goto. 
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
